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e The Great Lakes region accounted for 14 percent of the nation’s personal income in 2010. Great Lakes’
per capita personal income, $37,427, was 94 percent of the national average, $39,937.
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In the Great Lakes region in 2010:

e Personal income grew in 411 of 437 counties. The largest growth occurred in Calumet County,
Wisconsin (10.6 percent), while the largest contraction occurred in Clinton County, Ohio (-7.7 percent).
e Net earnings comprised 64 percent of personal income, while property income contributed 15 percent

and transfer receipts made up 20 percent.

e Per capita personal income increased in 413 of 437 counties. Ozaukee County, Wisconsin had the
highest per capita personal income at $57,114, while Noble County, Ohio had the lowest per capita

personal income at $19,616.
